Sulphur, lye, copper 
stlphate, jime and various other com- 
binatlons of these have been advocated 
for use against fungots diseases, The.

The preparation of many of the fungl- 
cides advocated for dust spraying has 
Jnvalved the sacrifice of so much me 
and labor that [ts coat has been often- 
times compacalively higher than all the 
work of preparing and applying liquid 
sprays in the coming season we ex- 
pect to teat dry Bordeaux mixtore very 
thoroughiry, eapectally in oeamection 
with bowwn ret.
